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INTRODUCTION 


This catalogue lists silversmiths who worked in the 
Washington area from the mid-eighteenth to the mid¬ 
nineteenth century. The Washington area is under¬ 
stood to comprise Alexandria, the District of Columbia 
and Georgetown. The chronological limitation is de¬ 
fined by the emergence of creative silverworkers in this 
area on the one hand and by the advent of machine 
production on the other. Of the approximately sixty 
artisans known to have worked in the area, the works 
of fifteen are included in this catalogue. 

During this period, objects were stamped or moulded 
by hand, hammered from solid silver disks and fabri¬ 
cated from component parts, with designs and engrav¬ 
ing subsequently added by hand. The final touch was 
the application of the maker's mark — the signature of 
a proud creator. With the advent of machine fabrica¬ 
tion, however, mass production of the original designs 
left little room for the individual craftsman's skill. 

The successful handcraftsman's technique depended 
on a delicate fusion of technical knowledge, mechani¬ 
cal ability and aesthetics. The combination of these 
skills produced a wealth of items, the diversity of which 
serves as a guide to the temper and well-being of the 
society of the period. The variety listed in this cata¬ 
logue gives an indication of the appreciation for the 
silver craftsman by his contemporaries and the utiliza¬ 
tion of his work in many facets of their public and 
private lives. 
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This catalogue is divided into two sections: the first 
lists pieces exhibited; the second, additional work not 
available for exhibition. Within each section the 
works are indexed alphabetically by artisan. Following 
each maker is a reproduction of his known marks. Al¬ 
though these marks served as the maker’s personal 
identification, the silversmith frequently altered or 
completely redesigned his “signature”. He adapted his 
mark to conform to the shape or type of object; or 
redesigned it to commemorate highlights of his career, 
such as relocation or a new business venture. 

The frequent partnership changes, the tradition of 
family businesses, and the dearth of research on this 
period have resulted in conflicting evidence concerning 
the marks of certain smiths and the locale in which 
individual pieces were fabricated. This is particularly 
evident in the two Adams, the two Bartons, and those 
smiths who relocated out of the Washington area. In 
such conflicts the attribution of the lender has been 
used.
